Bowles, with an Expreſs from Major 

General X:rk to the Court, giving 

an Account of the poſture of Aﬀeairs 

here. Leſt you ſhould have an Im- 
perfett Relation, and ( becauſe I know you to be 
curious in this particular ) I have, by the ſame 
Hand, ſent you a ſhort Journal ofour Adventures 
fince we arrived before this place. 


We will not trouble you with the tediouſneſs 


of our Voyage, nor thro' what difficulties we paſt | 


the Garriſ:ns on the Sea-Coaſt, before we Wea- 
ther'd this point. - As ſoon as we caſt Anchor in 
the Mouth of the Lowgh, a Council of War was 
call'd waat to derermine, finding the Bombs fo 
{trong, and the River ſ0 narrow that it was im- 
poſſible ivr us to make any nearer Appreach, 
That day we lay off, and at Night ſent a Diver 
ito the Town, who Informing the Garriſon of 
our Arrival, was to ſet up a Signal on the Church- 
Steeple, to give us an account of the State of the 
Garriſon, which the next day we accordingly 
Diſcover'd with our P:ofpeCtive-Glaſs to be in a 
good Poſture. Art Night our Meſſenger ſwims back 
with the ſame fucceſs he went, altho' the River 
was {o narrow in forme places, that he was many 
times within Piſtol-ſhot of the Banks, which were 
well-lin'd all along with Canon and Small-ſhot. 
We expected they had defir'd our Relief into the 
Town, and that they had put us upon ſome Ex- 
pedition to attempt our Landing, when on the 
+ contrary, the Governour ſent us word, that they 
had no need of our Succours, the Garriſon being 
1 3900. able yet to Defend themſelves, and had 
Proviſion enough for Two Months ; and defir'd, 
that if the Major General had not poſitive Com- 
mands from the King to come in; that he might 
run no hazzard.to get a ſhore, but rather kee 
our beyond the reach of the Enemies Canon, till 
being reinforc'd by the Regiments coming to his 
Aſſiſtance, he might make a more Proſperous At- 
tempt by Land, where there were 10000 Scorch 
ready to joyn with us, and the Garriſon of Lon- 
don- Derry to ns, $2:m if there ſhould be any 
porn of the Enemy betwixt us. 
his ſame Meſſenger brought us an Account 
of a ſmall Salley from the Garriſon ſome Nights 
before, in which they had taken a great many 
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Horſes, an Hundred of which they Kill'd and 
Barrelled up, in caſe, after Two Months time, 
the Garriſon ſhould be put to any Extremities for 
want of Proviſion, This Inſpir'd the Enemy with 
the hopes they would ſoon Surrender ; and King 
Fames himſelf gave it out in Dublin, that the Be- 
fieged had lived on Horſe-Flefh a Fortnight, and 
that it was impoſſible bur that they muſt in a 
few days Surrender. The Beſjegers thereupon 
make their Approaches nearer the Town ; bur the 
Governour, Collonel Walker (which he had a lors 
time before deſfign'd) having made himſelf Maſter 
of the Wind- M5! Hil, pur a ſtop to their Carreer. 

This Important Place is within three quarters 
of a Mile of the Town, where the Governour 
with a conſiderable Army Intrenched hitmſelf, and 


| within four Nights made a ſharp and vigorous 


Sally upon the Enemy, in which ( they fay ) 
were killd ſome hunfreds of the French and 
Iriſh ; Colonel O Connors whole Regiment being 
cut off to 15 Men, and Frogmortor the Licute- 
nant- Colonel, 

Our Diver is again ſeat aſhore, who returns 
the next Night with the ſame proſperous Ac- 
count of the good State of the Garriſon ; That 
there was yet no want of Men, Ammunition, or 
Provifton, only of Arms. The adjacent Scotch 
( who were diſarmed by the [r;fo, having had a 
great many out of the Garriſon, beſides Eighteen 
thouſand lately ſent out of Scotland , to be diſtri- 
buted amongſt the Proteſtants, Major General 
Kirk upon this made an Aﬀay to Land Ten thou- 
ſand Arms; but finding ſome Difficulty in the 
Attempt, and not willing to loſe ſo Valuable a 
Treaſure, took them again on Board, where he 
might more ſafely diſtribute them upon his 
Landing. 

The Animoſities between the French and the 
Iriſh encreaſed daily : The Iriſh are jealous. of 
the French, and the French of the King, whom 
they upbraid with Hunting and Feaſting inſtead 
of Marſhalling and Fighting; Upon which ſome 
Frensh-Officers have deſired to be Recall'd, and 
it is believed, when thoſe expefted Forces ar- 
rive to a Number ſufficient to Land, the very 
Difcontented riſþ will fligh toour Aﬀiſtance, as 
chooſing rather to be Subjetts to England, than * 
Slaves to France.
